Sierra Mad re’s municipal tax rate for 
the year 1912-111 will la* $1.49 on each 
$100 assessed valuation, according lo 
the action taken at the meeting of the 
city trustees at their meeting Wednes¬ 
day evening. The distribution of the 
amount for various purposes Is as fol¬ 
lows: 

General fund .$ .72 

Library fund. 10 

Water bonds. Interest and princi¬ 
pal, election of 1910.22 

Water bonds. Interest, election of 
1911 .42 

Total .$1.40 

The aggregate Is an increase over the 
rate of last year of 54 cents. Most of 
the Increase Is due to the necessity for 
providing for Interest payments on the 
bonds voted for the purchase of the 
water company's property, that Item 


calling for 42 cents. The rate for gen¬ 
eral municipal purposes Is increased by 
18 cents, while the library rate is re¬ 
duced by 2 cents from the rate in force 
last year. 

The rate on the $40,090 bond Issue 
voted in 1910 to meet the court's award 
in the Kaldwln condemnation suit was 
decreased from 2fi cents to 22 cents. 
Neither of these bond issues has been 
sold as yet, but It is necessary that the 
city provide for Interest payments in 
this manner, so that the bonds can be 
sold. If fur any reason the bonds ate 
not sold the money In these funds 
would revert to the general fund of 
the city. 

Comparison of the Sierra Madre tax 
rate with that of other cities here¬ 
abouts Is generally favorable to Sierra 
Madre. Most of the neighboring cities 
have rates of $1.50 or more.

At the November election the people 
of California will lie given opportu¬ 
nity to say at the polls whether race¬ 
track gambling shall he levlved in 
California. 

At enormous expense, those inter¬ 
ested in seeing race-track gambling 
resumed have had placed or the ballot, 
through the initiative, the so-called 
race-track Gambling bill. If a major¬ 
ity of the electors who vote on this 
measure vote for it, the present Anti- 
Race Track Gambling law, under 
which race-track gambling has been 
suppressed, will lie nullified. Should 
the initiated bill become a law by the 
votes of the people, the legislature can 
not repeal it It could be repealed

fruit which brought $8.40 a box und 
some were of third grade which 
brought $K.lo a box, and even these 
urc excellent prices. Three other cars 
of lemons recently shipped by the lui- 
manda Park packing house brought a 
total of $9,000. A car of Valencia or 
anges recently brought $l,ti:i2 at 
Quincy, HI. The excellent prices se¬ 
cured for Sierra Madre fruit demon¬ 
strates not only the superior possi¬ 
bilities of the Sierra Madre citrus dis¬ 
trict but also the superior ability of 
the local citrus growers.

This, the pub 
lie bad lo lose before the gamblers 
made anything for theirselves. 

And the gamblers are not in the 
business for their health. The esti- 
| muted volume of betting at tile truck 
during those lMl days wus $36,00U,UUll 
This would be unbelievable were it 
not for the known cost to the gamb¬ 
lers of their operations. An enormous 
volume of betting wus necessary to 
enable them to meet their expenses 

Source of the Money 
on the day that the New California 
Jockey Club closed lis most successful 
l9os season. Henry Klein, son ol a 
•Ve« York capitalist, was sentenced by 
a San Francisco judge to a term in 
San Quentin. He had stolen money 
from the establishment where lie hud 
been employed as cashier to bet on the 
races. 

This gives hint of the source of that 
$36,000,000. Fifty thousand dollars of 
| it was stolen from the funds of Hie 
| Stale University; $20,000 of it was 
j stolen from a prominent Oakland dry 
goods tirm. At the time, a former San 
! Francisco official who had stolen $70.- 
| oou from the municipality the bulk of 
| it lost at the Emeryville race-track 
was doing time at Folsom prison. 

The money waged at Emeryville is 
not hard to trace. The wrecks of hu 
man lies that the Emery ville and San 
la Anita gambling establishments hate 
made, mark the way. 

Track By-Products 
For some reason, the New California 
Jockey Club fails to include in Us 
statistics the list of its by-products 
the men who have lost their all at the 
track and gone to prison cell, or sui¬ 
cide's grave; and the women who have 
| lost their all and gone to worse. 

Hut tile prison books and the morgue 
J books show these statistics if the 
j books of the New California Jockey 
I Club ilo not. 

Il rests with the people of California 
i to say whether men and women of this 
state, as victims of race-track gamb¬ 
ling. are again lo fill prison cell and 
morgue slab.
